Prevent any burnnig of the foliage if 
the mixture-is properly made. I do not 
consider Bordeaux made with two 
Pounds of bluestone effective against 
all of the diseases, especially when it 
contains q large excess of lime, as 
this excess limé tends. to dilute the 
mixture and does not add to the stick- 
ing.qualities, as some have supposed 
it to. 

Enough lime is needed to combine 
with the bluestone and where the 
fresh stone lime of good quality is used 
a pound of the lime to a pdund of 
bluestone has been found 
Where the lime contains many im- 
purities a little more lime is peces- 
sary, but in most cases the lime called 
for in the formula will be sufficient 
except in the: cast of hydrated lime, 
where a third more must be used. 

It is possible to keep Bordeaux’ mix- 
ture in good condition for several 
weeks after it is prepared, by adding a 
little sugar to the mixture. A half 


-|pound of sugar" added to fifty gallons 


of Bordeaux mixture will keep the 
spray in perfect condition for several 
weeks, or until the solution can be 
used up. This adds three or four 
cents extra to a barrel of spray mix- 
ture and will more than pay for -the 
time and trouble of making up sepa- 
Fate batches every time it is to be used. 
It is only recently that we have learn-

ed that the mixture could be kept any 
length of time after it is prepared. Do 
not add. more than a half pound of 
sugar to fifty gallons, as an excess of 
sugar weakens the mixture. 

The Bordeaux should be applied in 
the form of a fine mist, as in this form 
it covers the surfaces more evenly, and 
a thin covering is necessary for- ef- 
fective work. Cover all parts of the 
plarit, upper and under surfaces of the 
leaves. The more pressure you have 
your spray tank the finer the mist 
will be. If the spray is zpplied and 
has time to dry on the foliage before 
. it will not wash off readily. 
Avoid spraying plants that are „wet 
with dew or rain, as the excess Wf 
water- dilutes the mixture and maj 
it less effective. 

Where the Bordeaux does not stick 
well, as when used on plants: with 
smooth, waxy surfaces, a sticker may 
be added to the mixture. A good 
sticker may be made as follows: 

Pour a gallon of water into an iron 
vessel and add to. this one pound of 
sal’ soda (crystals) and two pounds of 
rosin. , Boil until the contents becomes 
a clear brown color. Do the boiling in

USE REAL SYSTEM 
V. IN ROAD OILING 


^ Heating Is Done While 
Material Is In Trans- 
it To Job 


The re-oiling of Conners 
Highway in its full length of 52 
miles from 20-mile bend to 
Okeechobee has been under way 
for the past.two weeks and the 
method employed is illustrative 
of the excellence of the Conners 
organization. 
^ Removal of weeds and other 
vegetation from the sides of the 
road (the shoulders) was the 
first step. The richness of the 
soil in: the country through 
which the road runs makes lux- 
uriant the growth of vegetation 
on that part of the right of way 
that is not rocked and oiled; the 
weeds and shrubs grow to con- 
siderable height and spread so 
as to make the road seem nar- 
rower than it actually it. There 
ig constant combat with the 
road-side vegetation and it was 
prosecuted particularly vigor- 
ously recently, to make place for 
the piles of sand that were later 
to be placed on the sides of the 
road for use after the oil was 


applied: 

The accepted method of re- 
oiling is to spread fine sand 
over-the oil, the sand filling in- 
terstices as well as absorbing 
the oil. For this purpose an im- 
mense quantity of sand is re- 
qui To move the sand in 
trucks the 28 miles from the 
St. Lucie crusher, the source of 
supply, to the east end of the 
road would be a very expensive 
undertaking, and the process is 
made less expensive by utilizing 
a device that was employed in 
moving surfacing rock when the
